LONDON, Dec. 1, 10 9.m.—The 
battle in Northern Poland, concern- 
ing the progress of which there has 
been so much mystery, is now being 
fought out under the eyes of the Ger- 
man Emperor on the one side and 
the Russian Emperor on the other.

Latest reports from Russian Poland 
given out officially in Berlin indicate 
that the Germans have resumed the 
execution of their plan to encompass 
the Russian right flank and to force 
it back on the center, at the same time 
eutti off the Russian communication 
with arsaw. The carrying out of 
this plan, which began with a Rus- 
sian defeat at Lipno and at Plock la- 
ter, was hindered by the arrival of 
Russian reinforcements and the Ger- 
mans for a moment were thrown on 
the defensive.

THE FORCES OF GERMANY 
ACTUALLY IN THE WAR. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


ARIS, Dec. 1, 10:60 p.m.—A Semi- 
official communication concerning 
the German armies in the field, 
made public here tonight, says: 
“Germany at present has at her dis- 
posal twenty-five and one-half active 
army corps, of which twenty-one and 
one-half are operating against France 
and four against Russia. Of the thir- 
ty-three German reserve army corps, 
twenty-two and one-half are now em- 
ployed against France and ten and 
one-half against Russia. 


“These figures show that there is 4 
total of fifty-eight and one-half army 
corps, active or reserve, fighti for 
Germany on the two fronts, a not 
100 army corps, as has been erro- 
neously stated by the German govern- 
ment. 

“If the territorial units (Landwehr.) 
ef which nothing was said in the Ger- 
man official note, are en into ac- 
count, it will be seen that eight 
Landwehr army corps are engaged 
against France and seven against 
Russia—that is to say, in all, on the 
two fronte—thirty territorial divi- 
sions.”

1.—Litigation 
growing out of the loss of the steam- 
er Titanic, sunk by collision with an 
iceberg in April, 1912, cams up again 
in the United States District Court 
today when Judge Hand denied an ap- 
Plication of Frederick Seward, sur- 
vivor, to allow him to institute suit 
fer $1370, in the English courts for 
loss of baggage and personal effects. 

In a previous action the Federal 
courts had limited the liability of the 
owners of the Titanic and enjoined 
other proceedings oy. litigants to 
collect damages. o present suit 
was brought as a test to see if liti- 
gants bound by the injunction on the 
previous proceedings might be al- 
lowed to invoke the courts abroad to 
collect for losses sustained. 

Judge Hand says that in his judg- 
ment there is “quite as much reason 
to enjoin those who remain parties to 
this proceeding from instituting any 
other in foreign jurisdiction ag there 
is to enjoin them within the United 
States itself.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Testimony by 
Lewis Cass Ledyard and Representa- 
tive A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsy!- 
vania today regarding telephonic con- 
versations dealing with the United 
States Steel Corporation and J. P.

the Federal District Court here on 
the charge of impersonating Repre- 
sentative Palmer with intent to de- 
}fraud the Steel Corporation and the 
Morgan firm. 

Although three indictments had been 
brought against Lamar charging 


| him with impersonating officers of the 


United States with fraudulent intent, 
Dist.-Atty. Marshall announced today 
that the only one to be pressed would 


be that of accusing him of represent- 
ing himself as Mr. Palmer and at- 
tempting to improperly procure the 
employment of Edward Lauterbach, a 
lawyer, by the Steel Corporation and 
the Morgan firm. 

Representative Palmer’s testimony 
was brief, consisting mainly of a de- 


j} nial that he had talked over the tele- 


hone with Mr. Ledyard between Feb- 
ruary 4 and 8, 1913, the period 
when, it is charged, Lamar conversed 
with Mr. Ledyard in the guise of the 
Pennsylvania Congressman. When the 
counsel for the defense conceded that 
Mr. Palmer had not spoken to Mr. 
Ledyard on those days, the Congress- 
man was excused to catch a train for 
Washington. 

Mr. Ledyard testified that on Feb- 
ruary 4 he had been summoned to the 
telephone to talk with “Congressman 
P.“ The witness continued: 

“When I took up the telephone a 
voice said: This is Congressman P. 
Do you know whom I am” I told him 
mo.“ He asked if the information that 
he came from an eastern district in 
Pennsylvania helped mein placing 
him. Again I said ‘No.’ Then he spelled 
his name out for me, ‘P-a-l-m-e-r,’ 
and asked if that identified him. I 
said it did.“ 

The pseudo Mr. Palmer then told 
Mr. Ledyard that he understood Led- 
yard was conversant with the plans 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
and the witness replied that he did 
not represent the steel companys 

“He said,” continued the witness, 
“that Mr. Morgan had refused to lis- 
ten to any plans to stop the investiga- 
tion of the money question, and that 
both Gary and Perkins knew of this 
attitude. I asked him how he knew 
Mr. Morgan's position, and he replied 
that he knew it perfectly well.” 

The following day the telephonic 
qonversation was renewed, Mr. Led- 
yard said, and the voice asked him 
whether he represented the Steel 
Corporation or Mr. Morgan. When Mr. 
Ledyard replied that he did not repre- 
sent either, but thought he held Mr. 
Morgan’s confidence, he said “he was 
very much disturbed over this state- 
ment.“ le said it was not until Mr. 
Morgan's attitude of defiance to the 
government had become apparent that 
the money investigation had become 
the policy of the Democratic party. 
He said the Speaker himself was great- 
ly perturbed over the doubt thrown 
over the situation. He said Edward 
Lauterbach had seen the Speaker and 
wanted me to see Lauterbach. He told 
me Lauterbach had the authority of 
the Speaker to come to me.

DANIEL RAY 
IS CONVICTED. 


LOS ANGELES MAN FOUND GUILTY 
OF IMPERSONATING AN 
OFFICER,

Food Adulteration Declared by 
Expert to be an Economic and not 
a Health Problem—People Warned 
not to Accept Untruthful and Un- 
scientific Statements in Bulletins.

JACKSONVILLE (Fia.) Dec. 1.— 
Untruthful and unscientific state- 
ments in bulletins issued by State de- 
partments of health were severely 
criticised by Dr. Charles F. Chapin, 
superintendent of health of Provi- 
dence, R. I., in an address before the 


today. 
“For the sake of those who come 
after stop filling your columns with 


tommy-rot, hot air and dope,” he said. 
“Do not be always seeking novelty. 
Most that is new is bad. There are 
plenty of old truths which all of our 
100,000,000 people have not yet 
learned.“ 

Among the fallacies being spread to 
the detriment of real public health 
work, Dr. Chapin cited what he called 


the old heresy about the all impor- 
tance of dirt in the causation of dis- 
ense.“ He said that it is doubtless 
true that whatever encourages clean- 
liness tends to discourage the habits 
which favor infection, but he believed 
that “to fight all kinds of dirt in- 
stead of limiting attacks to dangerous 
dirt is misleading and futile.” 

Dr. Chapin especially criticised 
much of the publicity on the relation 
of air to disease. He stated that the 
old theory: of exhaled poisons had 
been demolished; that germs rarely 
floated in the air; that we are still in 
profound ignorance as to the relation 
of humidity to disease; that most of 
the supposed effects of foul, unven- 
tilated rooms have been shown to be 
due to temperature and odors. 

“Food adulteration, except in a few 
instances,“ he said, “is an economic, 
nota health problem. As to partially- 
decayed foods we know nothing about 
their relation to health. The clean 
handling of foods is most desirable 
from a sanitary standpoint, but real 
cleanliness is most difficult of attain- 
ment. Much that appears is careless- 
ly written and the emphasis is placed 
on the wrong thing, as when dust 
absorbs all the attention and nothing 
is said about dirty hands.” 


MEAT INSPECTION. 


Over 40,000,000,000 pounds of meat 
and meat products have been inspected 
and of it more than 179,000,000 
pounds have been condemned by the 
Federal meat inspection service in the 
past eight years. ese facts were 
made public in an address by George 
HI. Shaw, sanitary engineer of the 
United States Department of A:ricul- 
ture, Bureau of Animal Industry. 

Over 1,000,000 whole carcasses and 
over 5,500,000 parts of carcasses have 
been condemned as unfit for food, he 
said. Mr. Shaw added: 

“It is estimated that 60 per cent. 
of the meat supply of the country is 
Federally inspected. Of the remaining 
40 per cent., a portion receives more 
or less efficient local inspection. ‘This 
uninspected portion is often prepared 
under most unsavory conditions and, 
furthermore, is undoubtedly derived 
from animals having considerably 
higher.percentage of disease than 
those slaughtered under Federal in- 
spection, since tuberculous dairy cows 
and suspicious looking animals are 
often sent to such establishments to 
avoid condemnation by Federal in- 
spectors. 

“The remedy is to be found in effi- 
cient State and municipal inspection 
and the development of the municipal 
abattoir system common in Europe.”

DGE TO SEE 
FOR HIMSELF. 


Wants First-hand Information 
‘ About the Operations of 
a Copper Mine. 


{BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.— 
United States District Judge 
William E. Van Fleet left San 
Francisco for Redding, Cal., to- 
night to investigate at first 
hand the operations of the 
Mammoth Copper Mining Com- 
pany. In June, 1910, Judge 
Van Fleet enjoined the com- 
pany from running its mill in 
such a manner that its fumes 
should be injurious to health 
and vegetation. Complaints 
charging that the company has 
not been obeying the injunction 
were taken up at an inquiry to- 
day as to whether the company 
should be punished for con- 
tempt. After a brief session, 
Judge Van Fleet decided to 
view the premises before hear- 
ing any more witnesses.

APT. CAREY 
EXONERATED. 


BLAME FOR HANALEI WRECK ON 
SECOND OFFICER. 


“Equipment of Life-saving Service 
and an Investigation into the De- 
partment is Recommended. 


(BY A. r. NICHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—Capt. J. 
J. Carey, master of the steamship 
Hanalei, which went ashore Novem- 
ber 23 on Duxbury Reef, with twenty- 
three lives lost, was exonerated of re- 
sponsibility for the wreck by a Coro- 
ner’s jury today. 

The human element, so called, in 
the language of the verdict, antiquat- 
ed and insufficient life-saving equip- 
ment, and a lack of organization in 
the life-saving department itself, were 
Mamed. A new station at Bolinas, op- 
posite Duxbury Reef, and an investi- 


gation into the department here were 
recommended. 

“We find, however,“ mid the jury. 
“that an unfortunate error and lack 
of judgment on the part of the sec- 
ond officer, William Reese, and the 
fact that he changed his course in a 
fog without first verifying his position, 
and also that he did not report the 
change of course to the commanding 
officer, were the direct causes of the 
wreck. In short, the human element, 
so called, is responsible in this in- 
stance. 

“We hereby exonerate the com- 
manding officer from all blame. 

“We recommend that a modern, 
well-equipped life-saving station be 
erected at the point which was the 
scene of the wreck. 

“The equipment employed was al- 
most a joke. It would seem from the 
evidence that there was a lack of effi- 
ciency somewhere when it is remem- 
bered that the vessel was on the rock 
for sixteen hours. . 

“We believe that the evidence is 
against the life-saving service, and 
recommend an investigation. It ap- 
pears that there is no central author- 
ity to be held responsible. In our opin- 
ion there should be authority empow- 
ered to commandeer any vessel for 
such rescue work.” 

FROM THE TESTIMONY. 
“Had Reese (the second officer,) 
remained on his course.“ testified 


Capt. Carey, “we should have gone 
a mile clear of Duxhbt Reef. 
“Reese told me before we struck 
that it was his fault. ; 
“We left Eureka November 22 at 
2 p.m.. in a thick fog,” the captain 
testified. 
“A short distance down the coast 
the fog lifted and when we came off 
Point Reves the shore was visible. 
Then it settled down again and the 
coast was blotted out. Half a mile off 
Point Reyes we were on our regular 
rourse. I was on the bridge from Point 
Reyes to Duxbury Reef, except for 
fifteen minutes, which I spent in my 
rabin. When I left the bridge I gave 
the navigating orders to Mr. Reese 
verbally: East. a half south, 18 miles, 
was the course I gave. 
“I took soundings off Point Reves 
@md these were checked up carefully 
on the chart. 
“Quartermaster Brandt was at the 
wheel when I left the bridge. That was 
about 11:30 a.m. At 11:50 she struck. 
“Mr. Reese told me he heard the 
sound of a whistling buoy and that 
he headed in for it.” 
Coroner Leland interrupted to ask 
if such a buoy- could have been 
heard. 
“He must have thought he heard 
it.” answer the captain. “A man in 
the fog is under a strain and it is 
possible for him to imagine he hears 
signals for which he is listening. 
“Had Mr. Reese remained on his 
course we should have gone a mile 
clear of the reef. 
“While in my room I noticed a 
changed direction. Then I heard the 
wear of breakers ahead and rushed 
aut onto the bridge. 
L. A. Lovejoy. first wireless opera- 
tor and purser of the Hanalei, corrob- 
orated Capt. Carey’s testimony in its 
essentials. 
“Did you hear Reese tell Capt. Ca- 
rey that it was his (Reese's) fault?“ 
asked Coroner Leland. 
“T did not.“ testified Lovejoy, “but 
I heard Thomas McTeacue, first offi- 
cer of the Hanalei, shout at Reese: 
Tou pumpkin-rolling lubber. what did 
you leave the course for—are you try- 
ing to drown us all?’” 
The closing testimony of Capt. Ca- 
rey was chiefly an arraignment of the 
— supplied to life-saving sta- 
ons. 
“With proper rafts and light-draft 
boats manned by life-saving crews, 
every soul aboard the Hanalei eould 
have been saved,” he said. 
“The mortars used to shoot lines to 
us were hopelessly snt.quated and in- 
éMficient beside the modern line shoot- 
ing rifles.” 
Capt. Carey will be tried before Jo- 
seph Dolan and James Guthrie, in- 
spectors of steam and sailing vessels, 
tomorrow on charges of negligence 
and unskillfulness. 
This trial originally was set for 
Monday, but the ill-health of Capt. 
Carey caused its postponement. 
Inspectors Dolan and Guthrie were 
summoned as witnesses to today's in- 
quest, but were excused by Coroner

miral Alfred T. Mahan, U.S. N., 
retired, acclaimed in naval cir- 
cles as the “greatest modern writer 
on naval strategy,” died at the Naval 
Hospital here today, aged 74 years. 
Death was due to heart trouble. The 
admiral had been in feeble health for 
sevehal weeks, but it was not gener- 
ally known that his condition was 
critical. 3 
Admiral Mahan had greatly over- 
taxed his strength in study of the pres- 
ent great European conflict and it is 
thought that the many long hours he 
devoted to following the naval opera- 
tions of the belligerents probably 
caused the breakdown which hastened 
his end.

Ten years later, in 1906, he was ad- 
vanced to the grade of rear-admiral, 
retired. During the Civil War he 
served on the ship Congress and later 
during the war served on the South 
Atlantic blockading squadrons. He 
had done duty on American naval sta- 
tions all over the world, had deen 
president of the Navy War College at 
Newport, and during the war with 
Spain was a highly-valued member of 
the Naval Board of Strategy. 

In 1899 he was a delegate to The 
Hague peace conference. Several 
weeks ago the admiral and Mrs. Ma- 
han came to Washington from their 
home at Quogue, N. T., to spend the 
winter in Washington.

SUGGESTS THAT 
BURKS BE FIRED. 


President Del Valle Says the 
Expert Unduly Active. 


— 


Violates Civil Service Rule on 
Political Work?. 


Efficiency Director Before 
Works Board Today. 


Efficiency Director Burks was 
scored for playing politics yesterday 
by President Del Valle of the Public 


Service Commission, at an informal 


meeting with the Civil Service Com- 
mission. The chief cause for protest 
outlined by former Senator Del Valle 
was in reference to Mr. Burks ap- 
pearing before various civic organ- 
izations and clubs to expound his 
theories in reference to the charter 
amendments to be voted on the 3ist 
inst. 

Ex-Senator Del Valle visited the 
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meeting of the Civil Service Commis- | 
sion to ascertain the sense of that body 
regarding the ruling concerning 
whether or not city employees have 
the right to indulge in political dis- 
cussions of a public or semi-public 
character. His attack on Mr. Burks 
was incidental, and contingent on the 
ruling that it is a violation of civil 
service rules for any employee to take 
an active interest in politics except 
to express his own views privately. 
This would preclude the making of 
speeches in public, or before various 
organizations, etc. 
SUGGESTS REMOVAL. 

Granting that this was the case, he 
stated that he suggested the removal 
of Mr. Burks, as the latter had been 
appearing before various civic and 
other organizations, expounding his 
political views in reference to the 
coming election, and also that the 
latter had been arranging to appear 
in these cases in a way that he (Mr. 
Del Valle) understood, but did not 
approve. 

The civil service commissioners 
stated they had no power to act in 
the matter, as any dismissal would 
have to come from the head of the 
department under which Mr. Burks is 
working. 

They also contended that Mr. 
Burks has a right under the resolu- 
tion which gave life to the Efficiency 
Commission to publicly explain and 
defend his plan for the conduct of the

Whether or not an apprentice in the 
forecasting line was responsible for 
the near-display of frost signs in the 
face of a driving rain is a subject that 
need not be pursued farther.

It was the first rain of what promises 
to be a normal season, according to 
Dr. Carpenter, also a fruitful season. 

“Three-quarters of an inch of rain 
at this time,” said Dr. Carpenter, 
“which was the total for this storm, 
are worth two inches in October or 
November. This rain found thousands 
of acres of land sowed to grain and 
to cover crops. It means good pas- 
turage, for there ig little possibility 
now of the grass starting up only to 
be — out by a succession of dry 


wee 

ey. 

In addition, there is a psycholog- 
ical effect, for it is nearly axiomatic 
that an early December rain means 
good crops, and also removes the dan- 
ger of frost. In other words, 
frost danger here ig the resultant of 
the accumulation in successive nights 
of a surplus of cold. This accumula- 
tion, it is perhaps needless to state, is 
especially evident during the weeks 
preceding the opening of our wet sea- 
son.

One Cent Extra When it’s 
Long Distance. 


so it Appears. 


War Tax Adds to Central’s 
Censored Sayings. 


The price is up one cent on town- 
to-town talking. Yesterday it went 
into effect, and cost the long-distance 
conversationalists of the city $80 in 
addition to the regular tolls. It is a 
war tax—internal revenue—to raise 
funds for the Federal government. 

The tax is the same for talking to 
San Francisco as it is for talking to 
‘Portland. Every long-distance call is 
the same as far as the tax is fixed. 
Instead of getting a bill for 15 cents 
for talking to near-by towns, the bills 
in the future, until the war is over, 
will 16 cents. 

In groping around for luxuries on 
which to barnacle a tax, the Federal 
Commission, bent upon such a mis- 
sion, decided that long-distance talk- 
ing was the hobby of those with 
money and the necessity of those with 
funds, so it was segregated for inves- 
tigation as to how much a burden it 
should carry. At first it was decided 
that each call should be freighted with 
a 2-cent tax, but when the vast num- 
ber of long-distance calls was consid- 
ered it was decided that sufficient 
funds could be raised with a one-cent 


Each day this will produce in Los 
Angeles for the welfare of the govern- 
ment $80, as an average of 8000 long- 
distance telephone calls in which the 
toll is 15 cents or over are made 
through the exchanges here. 

DROP ANOTHER ONB. 

Persons making long-distance calls 
yesterday in booths where the coin 
slots call for round numbers were 
confused when the anonymous person 
called “central” instructed the talker 
to deposit the usual toll and one cent 
additional. As there is no one-cent 
slot, the telephone company must trust 
to the honesty of the person telephon. 
‘ng, which, the telephone companies 
concede, means trusting largely to 
luck that the penny will be deposited. 

With prospects of the war contin- 
uing for a considerable period, the 
telephone companies are considering 
attaching a separate slot to the regu- 
lar instruments in which the penny 
war tax can be registered with a An- 
gle that can be heard by the oper- 
ator. Then, when a 15-cent toll is 
paid, there will be the two jingles of 
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Uncle Sam Needs the Coin,

Producers Decimating Herds 
to Hurry Profits. 


Big Money in Pigs Herc, Says

-, California and the United States in 
general will suffer a beef shortage 
nent year and when the time comes 
the packers will be blamed, although 
in truth they havo no responsibility 
to shoulder for this condition, accord- 
ing to J. C. Good, sales manager for 
the Sulzberger & Sons Company of 
Chicago, who is visiting the Los An- 
geles plant, the Pacific Coast Beet and 
Provision Company. 


“The demand for beef, and particu- 
lariy for the choice cuts, continues as 
heavy as ever, despite the higher 
Prices that are askea, and the supply. 
instead of being augmented, is grow- 
ing smaller and smaller,” he said. 
“The ranges of Texas, Oklahoma. 
Arizona, California and other western 
States are being combed by the buy- 
ers of the Chicago packers and every 
@vailiable feeder is being shipped East, 
@epleting the future supply to an ex- 
tent never before known. 

“A feeder is a steer or cow that has 
been living on the range and at the 
e of 32 to 8 years merely needs 
fattening to make marketable beef. 
The feeding is usually done in the vi- 
Cinity of the packing-nouses. Instead 
of breeding this cattle to increase the 
herds, the producers are selling it off 
because of the fancy prices offered. 
They won't even take time to fatten 
their own cattle and walt for the in- 
creased profits to be derived from this 
source. 

“Los Angeles today, because of pe- 
culiar marketing conditions, is the 
lowest beef market in the country. Its 
proximity to the ranges should keep 
it among the low markets of America 
and will, until such time as the east- 
ern farmer awakens to the oppor- 
tunity for big profits in cattle and 
produces fine bloodea stock for the 
market in quantity sufficient to supply 
at least a local demand. This time is 
very far in the future and the bir 
packers are all looking to South 
America and Australia to supply this 
nation with the bulk of ite beef ir the 
next few years. 

“Agitation favoring the withdrawal 
of all veal from the markets has had 
no great effect. People are calling 
for veal and the farmer, believing 
that he is moking a fair profit on 
Calves without troubling to raise them 
to maturity, ts willing to sell, and does 

to the detriment of the beef market. 

laW, similar to one which for four 
ars forbade the killing of veal in 
uth American countries, should be 
passed in this country. They have 
me-protective laws and it would not 
out of order to protect the propa- 
Bation of the domestic food animals. 

“Southern California, with its great 
quantities of food, should be one of 
the last places in America where 
Palives are marketed. Cheap alfalfa 
und other hay make it possible to de- 
velop fine stek and the farmers here 
ate only awakening to the fact that 
they can convert their hay to much 
better profits by feeding it to cattle 
than by sell'ng n otherwise.” 


Mr. Good also called particular at- 


tention to the raising of pork. “Cali- 
fornia today is not raising half 
enough pork and is willing to pay a 
fine profit to farmers of Idaho, Ne- 
braska and other States, in addition 
t an increase in the cost of the 
product of about 2 cents a pound to 
the consumer, because of shipping and 
other charges that pile up on foreign 
pork.

The tangled financial affairs of 
Langford, Felts & Myer, contractors 
of this city, were the subject of a 
motion in the United States Distric 
Court yesterday when Gen. Frank 8. 
Prescott, as attorney for J. D. Lang- 


ford and G. W. Felts, asked that the 
creditors’ petition and adjudication 
be set aside, and that the order ap- 
pointing H. W. Wells receiver of the

cated.

Cisco, and that several thousand dol- 
lars’ worth were exposed to the ele- 
ments in Inyo county. After the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Wells, he qualified 
in the sum of $20.000, and assumed 
the duties of his office.

SAY HE’S ELIGIBLE. 
JUDGES VERSUS WEBB. 

Judges of the Superior Court in con- 
sultation with Presiding Judge Wood 
decided that Curtis c. Legerton, 
elected for the unexpired term of 
Judge Hewitt, was entitled to take 
the bench, and Judge Legerton did 
so, Judge Hewitt stepping down.

With this difference of opinion pre- 
valling, Judge Hewitt has taken no 
further action, althoupf it ts ble 
that the matter may be call to the 
attention of the judges at their next 
monthly meetinx. Presiding Judge 
Wood stated yesterday that his atten- 
tion had not been called officially to 
Atty.-Gen. Webb's letter, and that un- 
til it had been he could not express 
an opinion as to the ruling.

LLEGE AUTO 
BUS FRAUD. 


COMPANY'S HEAD ARRESTED BY 
POSTOFFICE INSPECTOR. 
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Charge that President of “Red 
Star” Line Got Many to In- 
vest in Hie Scheme in Return 
for Promise ef Good Jobs They 
Didn't Get. 

J. N. Braun, president and general 
manager of the Southern California 
Sightseeing Company, operating what 
is known as the “Red Star’ line of 
auto-buses, was held in $1500 bond 
yesterday before Commissioner Wil- 
liams on a charge preferred by Post- 
office Inspector C. E. Webster, alleging 
that Mr. Braun had used the matis in 
a scheme to defraud. The hearing 
was set for December 10. 

It is claimed that Mr. Braun in- 
duced a number of people in this city 
and vicinity to invest in the Southern 
California Sightseeing Company, prom.- 
ising that upon such investment the 
parties would be given employment by 
Braun at the rate of $100 a month, 
conducting the business. It is charged 
by the postoffice authorities that ir. 
Braun has cleaned up between $3000 
and $4000 in the enterprise. 

Mr. Braun’s first troubles occurred 
some time ago when his brother-in- 
law, James H. Down, president of the 
Municipal Motor Car Company, one of 
the many “jitney-bus” corporations, 
attached his office in the Marsh-Strong 
building and forced him to leave. It 
is also asserted that when Mr. Braun's 
alleged victims would call for the em- 
ployment that had been promised 
them they were told that they would 
be compelled to wait some time, as 
there was considerable trouble in hav- 
ing the orders for cars filled in the 
East. 

F. W. Overton of Downey, who 
claims to hold a cancelled check for 
$250 that he says he gave Mr. Braun 
for one year’s employment in the 
auto-bus business at the rate of $100 
a month, together with stock in the 
company, furnished the information 
upon which the complaint of the post- 
office authorities is based. He exhibi 
a written agreement between himsel 
and the Southern California Sightsee- 
ing Company to that effect. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Braun secured his 
customers by inserting an advertise- 
ment in one of the city papers. 

Among other alleged victims of Mr. 
Braun, so far as known, are B. F. 
Shugert of Pasadena, who invested 
$1400 in the business, and F. N Dick- 
inson and C. D. Foster, both of this 
city, who sunk $600 and $1000, re- 
spectively. It seems that Mr. Foster 
is the only one successful in securing 
the promised employment. 

Mr. Braun was very much surprised 
when he was taken into custody, and 
said that he would have no trouble in 
proving his innocence of the c 
at the proper time.

OUTLINES FLOOD 
CONTROL WORK. 


REPORT OF BOARD PROVIDES 
AID FOR NEARLY FOUR 
HUNDRED MEN. 


Employment of 360 to 400 men may 
be given by the county as the result 
of a report made yesterday by the 
Board of Flood Control. The report is 
in response to a request sent to the 
board by the Board Of Supervisors sev- 
eral Gays ago. 

The employment will be strictly in 
connection with storm-protection 
work and will cover many portions 
of the county. The report states that 
the flood waters menace Van Nuys 
and the people of that vicinity are 
anxious to do some work for the 
protection of the town. The board 
suggests that fifty men be placed at 
work there. 

The report states that in the San 
Fernando Valley at a point where the 
Big Tejunga leaves the mountains, 
levees have been constructed in the 
past by various interests and they 
were partially destroyed by the floods 
of 1914. These breaches cause a men- 
ace to that portion of the valley be- 
tween Lankershim and Burbank, and 
the board recommends that unem- 
ployed men be used in rebuilding the 
destroyed portions of all these levees. 
One hundred men can be used on this 
work. More than 100 men can be used 
on the San Gabriel River, one-half 
mile above the Pacifle Electric bridge 
in the vicinity of Baldwin Park. 

It further states that men can be 
placed at work clearing the channel 
of the New River, in the San Gabriel 
protection district and at Monte 
Vista. 

The report will be considered Mon- 
day by the Supervisors. °

OUTLINES COST 
OF NEW SYSTEM. 
CHIEF ENGINEER REPORTS PLAN 


FOR FURNISHING WATER 
TO HOLLYWOOD. 


That an assessment of 93 cents a 
front foot will be required for install- 
ing a water system under a modified 
plan to parallel the Union Hollywood 
Water Company system, and that less 
pipe would be needed to do so, were 
important points brought out in a 
report of Chief Engineer Mulholland 


yesterday. This report was submitted 
to the Board of Public Service Com- 
missioners as an answer to certain 
questions put by the special water 
committee of the Hollywood Board of 
Trade. 

The estimate of the cost of the new 
system, including breaking and res- 
toration of pavements, is $1,305,113. 
This system, as modified, contemplates 
leaving out for the present two of the 
larger trunk lines, one Sunset boule- 
vard and the other under the Ca- 
huenga Pass. 

As the assessable frontage abutting 
on the system proposed amounts to 
1,402,046 feet, it is concluded that 
the assessment per front foot would 
be 93 cents. This assessment should 
apply only to property abutting on the 
Pipe lines, as they now exist,” the re- 
port states. As there are large areas 
of unoccupied and unpiped territory 
remaining in the district, it would > 
logical and expedient to assess then 
on the same basis when the exten- 
sions are made. It would be a waste 
of money to make these extensions in 
advance of our needs. It would be 
doubly so because of the deteriora- 
tion of the pipe lying idle in the 
ground.” 

It is stated that the amount of pipe 
which will be required in the new 
system is 1,030,000 feet, as against, 
1,090,876 in the Union Hollywood sys- 
tem, the difference being accounted 
for by parallel duplications that would 
not occur in the system proposed. 

Notification was received from the 
Board of Education that it has decid- 
ed to adopt the policy of paying its 
water bills. This ends the contro- 
versy which has existed for several 


months.

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Dec. 1. 
Police officers are prepared tomor- 
row morning to use force if necessary 
to prevent the Southern Pacific em- 
ployees from saying track on Mormon 
Island. Today about fifty men were 
put to work laying tracks along the 
west side of the island peninsula, 
which has been platted by the Ban- 
ning Company for industrial sites with 
spur-track privileges. 

The peninsula has been in dispute 
for several years. The original tide- 


land chhims were held by the Banning} 


interests. About six years ago the 
tidelands were reclaimed by filling 
nearly 100 acres of submerged land. 
This was just after the harbor lines 
had been established by the War De- 
partment and before consolidation. 

A few weeks before consolidation 
with Los Angeles the Banning inter- 
ests applied to the old city of San 
Pedro for franchises to lay spur tracks 
over the island. This was during the 
heat of the co lidation campaign 
and so much opposition in Los An- 
geles developed, headed by Capt. Amos 
A. Fries, then United States Engineer 
for this district, that the applications 
were withdrawn. 


SIMULTANEOUS. 


By a singular coincidence at the 
same campaign meeting, at which the 
announcement was made at San Pedro 
of the withdrawal of the application, 
announcement was also made that 
Capt. Fries had been recalled to 
Washington. 

Following consolidation with Los 
Angeles the greater city attacked the 
validity of practically all the tidelands 
claims in the harbor, including that 
upon which the Mormon Island recla- 
mation project, known as tideland lo- 
eation No. 152, had been made.

NEGRO SERVANTS ON STAND IN

The neglect and mercenary spirit of 
Gorham Tufts, Jr., his friendship for 
Charles T. Parnell, and his vagaries 
were portrayed in affidavits read by 
Attorney Lightfoot to the jury trying 
the suit of Francis H. Boland against 
Mrs. Tufts for attorney's fees, in 
Judge McCormick's court yesterday.

Their whole plan 
was extremely cruel toward a trust- 
ing character like Mrs. Tufts. | 

“Mr. Tufts was not a truthful man, 
and it was difficult to tell whether 
any statement he made was true un- 
less you had some information and 
getting in between Mr. and Mrs. Tufts. 
His presence caused her a great deal 
of distress.” 

Leland Nowlin, the colored maid, 
drew a pathetic picture of Mrs. Tufts 
sitting all alone in her great drawing- 
room while Mr. Tufts was automo- 
biling with Mr. Parnell. She said in 
her affidavit she felt sorry for her and 
to take her mind off the shortcomings 
of her husband, she would bring the 
photographs of her daughters and 
range them around her.

The law 
went into effect yesterday but there 
seems to have been thousands of deal- 
ers who waited until the last day to 
make their payments. 

To add to the worries of the clerks, 
the government sent no 4-cent stampa, 
and it is necessary to summon a class 
in arithmetic and vulgar fractions 
when a caller wants to get stampa, say 
for chewing gum, requiring a 4-cerit 
stamp for every package retailing for 
$1. Just why the Treasury Depart- 
ment did not send 4-cent stamps when 
they are called for every hour during 
the day, is one of the mysteries of 
the “new freedom.”
